NATION-WIDE CAMPAIGN TO 
SAFEGUARD BABIES' LIVES 

. Tin welfare of three hundred 
thousand babies is the inspiration 
for a nation-wide campaign organ - 
ired by the Federal Children's Bu- 
reau and the Child Welfare ( 'om - 
mittce of the Council of National 
Defense. Believing that the civilian 
imputation has no greater patriotic 
duty than the safeguarding of the 
nation's children, the directors of 
the campaign inaugurated a Chil- 
dren's Year on April 6th, the first 
anniversary of the I'nited States' 
entrance into the war. 

Carefully prepared statistics 
prove that three hundred thousand 
American children under five years 
of nge die eneh year and that last 
year fifteen thousand mothers died 
needlessly. The purpose of the
